Indians located on five Alberta 
Reserves are to benefit to the ex- 
tent of S°57.763 through an amount 
contributed by three oil companies 
for the right to move onto the re- 
serves for oil exploration and de- 
velopment. In addition the Indian 
bands, totalling 967 members, re- 
tain the oil and mineral rights and 
therefore stand in line for pay- 
ment of 12% per cent on produc- 
tion from any wells discovered 


The reserves concerned are 
those of Stony Plain, Michel, Alex 
is, Alexander and Wabamun. The 
companies who paid for the ex- 
pioration rights are Canadian Gulf 
Anglo-Canadian-Home Oil—Calgary 
and Edmonton Corporation, and 
the Imperial Oil Company of Can- 
ada 

The department of Indian affairs 
is acting on behalf of the tribes 
and is administering the money 
which works out to about $250 for 
each Indian of the reserves in ques- 
tion 

Moaday’s activity in the Leduc 
sector of the Edmonton oi! fields 
showed two more wells standing 
cemented and ready for produc- 
tion tests.

Quebec 
rural dwellers still find it hard to 
get sugar and pastries while in 
Ontario jellies, soap, canned salmon 
and rice are scarce. Icing sugar 
is a rare luxury in Winnipeg. 

On the other hand Saskachewan 
and Alberta are pampering a 
sweet tooth with increased quanti- 
ties of candy, sweet biscuits and 
syrups. 

The men who toil in the rich 
black earth of New Brunswick are 
digging a heavy yield of potatoes 
expected to equal at least last year's 
bumper 16,000,000 bushels. Good 
crops are expected to shove down 
prices of staple items 

NOVA SCOTIA’S potatoes and 
apples are down in both quantity 
and price, partly because the 
British market is lost to apples and 
there are still potatoes left over 
from last year’s huge crop 

While most prices are in line

The Underlying Cause 
Minor price recessions in widely scattered 
centres in the United States are attributed to 
what is called buyer-resistance; meaning 
refusal of customers to pay what is asked. 
Whether so or not, they are too few and far 
between to rate as anything more than 
ripples on the surface. The basic conditions | 
which govern prices, there and here, remain | 
unchanged. 

The world over, there is a state of under- | 
production, of food and countless other | 
mecessaries and near-necessaries. While 
that commodity deficit continues buyers 
must compete with one another. Experience 
suggests the situation has been aggravated 
by the premature removal of legal price- | 
controls, a sweeping removal in the United 
States and a later and gradual removal in 
Canada. 

Over-shadowing the price situation in 
both countries is a prospective demand for 
goods abroad, almost without precedent. | 
Sellers and buyers alike are endangered by a | 
further upsurge of prices, modified by a 
possible reimposition of control measures. | 
That danger will continue to exist until 
production rises to a level much nearer to 
the level of world demand. 


There Is More Sugar 

It is being predicted quite positively, 
though unofficially, that the rationing of | 
sugar in Canada may soon be abandoned. 

This would seem to be a fairly favorable 
time to teke off the restrictions. The can- 
ning season is about over. Cuba has a good 
crop, and Canadian supplies are said to be 
assured, though drawn from other sources. 
International contro] over distribution has 
been abandoned, and each country is free to 
buy according to its needs and wherever 
supplies are available. 

Price-control, however, should remain. 
Quite afi active propaganda campaign is 
being carried on for the removal of the ceil- 
ing. Kt is represented to be aimed at better- 
ing the position of the Canadian beet- | 
growers. What is being asked, or demanded, 
is that the import duty on raw sugar be 
reinstated, and that controls be taken off 
and prices allowed to soar. 


Consumers, however, are now paying ten 
cents per pound for sugar, as against six 
cents before the great upset occurred. That 
is as much as they should have to pay, now 
that world supplies are larger. The price is 
high enough to act as a break on excess 
buying should the rationing of purchases be 


dropped. 


Troubles in Common 

Add to the long string of bad crop-news 
of this peculiar year that a withering frost | 
has swept through the Niagara peninsule 
and across southern Ontario—the nearest 
approach, geagraphically and climatically, 
to a “banana belt” in Canada 

This seems to make it about unanimous. 
If any considerable area in the Dominion has 
not suffered severe crop damage from one 
cause or another, that area has not adver- 
tised its exceptional good fortune in a way 
to attract general attention 

One result should follow. There should 
hereafter be less disposition in the eastern 
provinces to “slam” the West as a region of 
drought, frost, crop-failure—and eternal 
complaint. And less disposition in the West 
to retaliate by turning on the spot-light 
‘when misfortune overtakes farmers in one 
or another part of the older provi: 

Canada is a country to be proud of ar 
thankful for, not in one secton only but in all 
sections. In every part there are ar 
valuable resources. And not one part is 
immune from set-backs or disasters which 


occasionally befall such a community a 
where. 

This year people in the East and the Wes 
are in the same boat, as regards weather 


eccentricities and damaged crops. Sinc« 
know that we all live in “glass houses” w: 
had better stop throwing stones at ea 
other. Less boasting about the supposed 
superiority of one section over another 
would be more seemly, would do credit to our 
common Canadianism, and would pay divi- 
dends in hard cash. 


A United Nations’ Problem 
Palestine is a bandits’ paradise. The

It is fantastic to imagine that all the shoot- 
ing and bombing done in the course of looting | 
and stealing operations are done by zealots 
whose sole or chief motive is to further the 
cause of the Jews or the Arabs.

What more could an 
enterprising bandit ask for? 

A speaker at a “free Palestine” rally in 
Toronto said that partitioning the country 


solve nothing. That is also the view of the 
British government, which opposes partition- 
ing and does not even see a solution in the 
proposal to set up a federal arrangement 
patterned on the Canadian system. 

The Palestine “problem” thus goes to the 
United Nations with no suggested course of 
action which does not threaten a continuance 
of racial strife, and with the most urgent 
reasons why some action be taken that will 
put an end to outlawry and establish order. 

In the absence of any alternative that 
promises a peaceful settlement, it will not be 


strange if the General Assembly decides to | 


make the territory an international area, 
temporarily at least, governed under the 


| authority of the United Nations. This 


organization will have to take responsibility 
anyway, since Britain has laid its mandate 
on this table of the Assembly. 


The Murder at Sofia 


There is no surprise in the news from 


Sofia that Nikola Petkov was hanged. He | 


himself expected no better fate, for he was 
guilty of heading a party opposed to the 
Communist regime. For that there is no 
excuse and no mercy in the Communist code. 
whether in Bulgaria, Hungary or Russia. 
The penalty is not always death. Millions 
of Russians, charged with the same general 
offence, are now interned im forced-labor 


camps—who would probably prefer to be | 


dead. 
But there is always a penalty, and a 


terribly severe one, for whoever comes into | 


notoriety for preaching personal liberty and 
the Democratic system of government. That 
is not, and never was, permitted in any total- 
To a dictator or a dictator- 
bureaucracy, it is the crime of crimes. These 


| notions of personal rights and political liber- 


ties make too strong an appeal to the masses. 
Whoever shouts them from the housetops 
must therefore be put behind bars—or in 


| @ grave. 


Those in Canada and other democratic 
countries who think they would like to live in 
a totalitarian state are deluding themselves. 
They are pining to get rid of personal respon- 
sibility, at the cost of giving up personal 
freedom and the right to govern themselves. 
Any of these mistaken people who go to 
Russia or any other state ruled in like 
manner should understand clearly that they 
are leaving behind the privileges and safe- 
guards which they enjoy under democratic 
government. 

The fate of Petkov is the latest of count- 
less reminders of what might happen to any 
one who steps across a Soviet border without 
recognizing that unquestioning submission 
to all-inclusive authority is the price of life.

Curiousiy enough it was Mr

How- 
ever, though unrealistic, Mr. Bev- 
in's gold plan did some damage in 
j}international politics, the Washing- 
ton correspondent of the London 
Times ealling his statement in this 
imatter the most unfortunate re- 
mark of the year. The British 
| treasury, for its part, insisted that 
|\Mr. Bevin was only “thinking out 
loud”, that the British government 
had no thought of pursuing his 
theories and only wanted to for- 
get them as soon as possible 


MR. BEVIN proposed, in a word, 
that the United States teke part 
of its gold supplies, now buried in 
a vault in Kentucky, and hand them 
over to European nations If the 
purpose of this physical act was 
clear to Mr. Bevin it was not 
clear, obviously, to the British 
treasury, while the United States 
government evidently considered 
that such action woul¢ serve no 
juseful purpose at all 

The European nations are asking 
the United States today for goods 
;They want these goods on a huge 
iseale, their first request being for! 
$29 billions worth of American 
goods in the next four years. This 
request, too large for Congress to 
consider, is being pared down by 
the experts of the European na- 
jtions now in conference at Paris 
(But in any case great quantities 
tof American and Canadian goods 
are required to save Europe from 
an economic debacle during the 
next several years 

These goods can be supplied di- 


rectly as a gift, without the use 
of money. Or they can be ar- 
ranged by loans, which would 


mean that the United States would 
lend the European nations dollars 
which would be used to purchase 


the goods. In that case the doll- 
ars would be loaned, as it were 
by a bookkeeping entry There 


would be no need to handover to 
the European nations pieces of 
printed paper called dollars In

effect, the United Statks would 
write down in its books that the 
European nations were entitled to 
issue cheques up to a _ certain 
amount and these cheques would 
be cashed by the United States 
treasury. 

Mr. Bevin proposes a more com- 
plicated process He would have 
the United States dig up its gold 
and ship it to the European nations 
They would then ship the gold 
back to the United States and 
other countries in payment for 
goods. The gold would simply 
move out of the United States and 
eventually (perhaps through third, 
fourth or fifth parties) back again 
Between such a process and the 
extension of American credits on 
paper there is only one difference 
—the expense and trouble of ship- 
ping the gold abroad and reship- 
ping it to the United States. In 
either case the European nations 
would be given purchasing power 


THAT APPEARS to the United 
States to be the full extent of 
Mr. Bevin's plan. If, on the other 
hand, Mr. Bevin expects the Amer- 
ican gold shipped abroad to be 
retained by the European nations 
and used by them as permanent 
working capital, as a gold base 
fer currency issues, then another 
of circumstances arises. In 
this case, the United States could 
properly say that if the European 
nations do not need the gold to 
buy American goods, if they can 
afford to keep it and buy Ameri- 
can goods otherwise, then they 
are not in serious need of Ameri- 
can gifts. In fact, of course, the 
European nations will soon have 
no way of buying American goods 
in significant quantities because 
their purchasing power is running 
out. 

In Britain the government 
through official spokesmen, has 
disclaimed any interest in or know- 
ledge of Mr. Bevin's gold plan but 
this does not mean that his state- 
ment has had no effect in interna 
tional affairs. It can hardy fail to 
have a most unfortunate psycholo- 
gical effect in the United States 
For the American citizen, who

knows little about international 
finance, will see in Mr. Bevin's 
speech only an attempt to get hold 
of the United States’ ultimate reser- 
ves of treasure. 

Whether the United States is wise 
in its policy of buying all gold 
offered to it at a certain price, is 
not the question here, though it 
may be added that this policy has 
greatly benefited goid-producing 
countries like Canada and South 
Africa. The point is that a bald 
request that the United States hand 
over its gold, which it can use as 
a backing for its internal currency 
or to purchase foreign goods, is 
bound to disturb the American 
people at the very time when the 
European nations are trying to per- 
suade them to come to Europe's 
rescue 


IT 1S EASY TO see what use 
American isolationists will make of 
such a project. They will now be 
able to say that the British govern- 
ment has designs on the security 
of the United States treasury. This, 
of course, will be totally unfair, 
Since the British gov: iment has 
flatly repudiated Mr. Bevin in 
terms discreet and diplomatic but 
entirely clear.

Bevin's speech can be put to effec- 
tive use by all the enemies of 
international co-operation, just as 
his apparent plan to create a pro- 
tected and discriminatory trading 
zone among British nations is not 
calculated to facilitate the nego- 
tiation of lower tariffs between 
them and other nations 

The reaction to Mr. Bevin's gold 
plan among responsible Americans 
seems to be summed up by the New 
York Herald Tribune, a newspaper 
very friendly to Britain. It says 
“Mr. Bevin has done about as much 
damage as he could do by a state- 
ment which is in itself utterly 
meaningless." The Herald Tribune 
also fears that the United States 
will never solve the crisis now 
confronting it and the world unless 
there is “a minimum of reckless 
nonsense from all responsible 
men.”

Disbanded Unit 
Had Canada Link 


SAINT JOHN, N.B.(CP)—A Bri- 
tish line unit closely linked with 
the history of the Maritime provin- 
ces has been disbanded at Sheffield, 
Eng., ending 172 years of service. 

The second battalion York and 
Lancaster Regiment was originally 
recruited among loyal colonists as 
the Young Royal Highland Emi- 
grants in the Maritimes, New York 
and Newfoundland, when the first 
American revolution shots were fired 
in 1775 

Generally known as the Royal 
Emigrants, their ranks were filled 
by sons of early settlers and veter- 
ans to the colors. They garrisoned 
New Brunswick and Nova Scotia 
during the revolution, later settled 
in the Maritimes, Quebec and On« 
tario, and were ancestors of many 
well known families still living in 
eastern Canada. 

Live Regiments 

Of the British line © regiments 
raised in the American colonies, the 
King’s Royal Rifle Corps is the og 
active fighting force Tre ; 
notes G. Harold Markham, a Saint 
John student of provincial history. 

Lt.-Gen. Sir Thomas Gage, gove 
ernor of Massachusetts and first 
commander-in-chief of British for- 
ces in the revolutionary war, issued 
an order for raising the Royal 
Emigrants two days before the his- 
toric battle of Bunker Hill. 

Two battalions were raised, the 
first under Lt.-Col]. Allan McLean 
and the second, more closely associe 
ated with New Brunswick, com- 
manded by Maj. John Small, a vete 
eran of the 42nd Black Watch Highe 
landers. 


Tragic Winter 

The regiment, with loyalists and 
troops evacuated from Boston, went 
through the tragic winter of 1775- 
76 short of food, ammunition and 
clothing. Seven companies of the 
second battallion were posted at 
garrisons at Fort Howe, Saint John; 
Fort Edward, Windsor, N.S.; Fort 
Cornwallis, N.S.; Fort Moncton, Port 
Figin, N.B., and Fort Cumberland 
(Amherst, N.S.) 

Retreating “rebels” who failed in 
the 1777 assault on Fort Cumber- 
land were pursued toward the border 
by the Royal Emigrants and a come 
pany of royal marines. 

The name MacDonald was =) 
able on rolis of the battalion. Ca 
John MacDonald raised a Prince 
Edward Irland company for the 
regiment and commanded the dee 
fences of that province. 

The first battalion served in Quee 
bec during the revolution. Descere 
dants of its veterans abound in the 
Glengarry and Cornwall distiicts 
of Ontario. The unit was largely ree 
cruited from veterans of the 76th 
Fraser Highlanders and 42nd Black 
Watch. Many served with forces of 
Sir Guy Carleton in defending Que- 
bec
